As a resalt we with- 
held bno "memorandum of transfer” from research on the ground that 
the copy of the memorandum referred to in the report of the panel of 
doctors was the property of the Kennedy family. Enclosed are copies 
of hr.

I vi Ms to inquire whether there is any legal basis for withholding 
the Government copy of the "memorandum of transfer" from research, as 
diet uiguished from the copy which is the property of the Kennedy family.
